To the Inhabitants of the Town of Sunapee in the County 
of Sullivan in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at I. O. O. F. Hall in said 
Sunapee on Tuesday, the nineth day of March, next at nine of 
the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for 
the year ensuing. 


ARTICLE 2. To hear the reports of the Selectmen, 
Treasurer, Auditors, Agents and Committees, or other Officers 
heretofore chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
$2,000.00 to pay on its bonded debt and $880.00 for interest on 
its notes and bonds and pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
$1,800.00 for Town Officers’ Salaries, $800.00 for Town Officers’ 
Expenses, $125.00 for Election and Registration, $100.00 for the 
Municipal Court, $200.00 for Repairs and Expenses of Town 
Buildings, $900.00 for the Police Department, $50.00 for the 
Town Dump, $35.00 for Vital Statistics, $2,500.00 for the Fire 
Department, $100.00 for the Health Department, $1,500.00, for 
the District Nurse Association and pass any vote relating 
thereto.

In June just before the close of school, a Diphtheria Toxoid 
Clinic was held and toxoid was given to all children in the first 
four grades, who had not previously received it. The toxoid was 
given to sixteen pupils by Dr. John Munro. Toxoid was furnished 
by the State Board of Health. 

In June, a Child Health Conference and Diphtheria Toxoid 
Clinic was held for preschool children at the Sunapee Central 
School. This was sponsored by the State Board of Health, under 
the direction of Miss Elizabeth Carriel, R. N. Dr. John Munro of 
Sunapee and Dr. Addison Roe of Newport gave complete physi- 
cal examinations to 44 children. 13 children were given Diph- 
theria Toxoid. 36 defects were found and many of these have 
been corrected. Members of the local organizations with Mrs. 
Bernice Mark as Chairman gave their assistance in conducting 
the clinic. Our Health Officer, Mr. Richard Nickerson, had 
charge of transportation. 

Due to an epidemic of whooping cough, we were unable to 
have a tonsil clinic last summer. 

In the past year we have had several cases of whooping 
cough. During January, there was a severe epidemic of grippe 
and colds. 
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105 school children have been given complete physical ex- 
aminations and 7 basketball players were checked by Dr. Munro 
this year.

It is hoped that the parents will continue to cooperate in. 
correcting defects found. Some of the results of early corrections 
have been most gratifying and many pupils are spared trouble 
in later life. In our school program this year we are stressing the 
importance of good posture and proper nutrition. The Physical 
Fitness Program now in operation for the higher grades should 
prove to be very beneficial. The teachers in the lower grades are 
giving posture exercises this year. Considerable material is also 
given to the pupils on proper nutrition. The most common de- 
fects to be found are underweight and lack of dental care. A 
dental clinic will probably be held at the school later this year. 

I wish to thank the people of Sunapee, including parents, 
teachers, local organizations and town officials for the coopera- 
tion given our nursing program.

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ENGINEERS’ REPORT OF FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Report for the Year Ending January 31, 1943 


We herewith submit our annual report of the department. 
On inspection of the apparatus and equipment, we feel sure that 
the same is in good condition and ready to respond in case of 
a fire. 


We have been fortunate the past year in regard to very 
serious or costly fires, only one has been a total loss, owing to 
conditions. It has been hard to get equipment. We were fortun- 
ate in getting a small amount of hose to replace that which 
was old and would not stand the test. Owing to some of the 
members going into the service and others working out of 
town, in case of emergency, the Department would have been 
short handed, but the ones that are left in Town have respon- 
ded quickly and done good service. Owing to the loss of the 
Steam Whistle used in conjunction with the Fire Alarm system, 
a siren was installed on the Fire Station, used as an auxiliary 
signal for fires, air raids and blackouts.

REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
Town of Sunapee Year Ending Jan. 1, 1943 


The forest fire warden is, by law, the designated local 
leader in forest fire matters. He exercises and discharges his 
duties as such under the direction of the District Chief and the 
State Forester. There was never a time when the warden need- 
ed each citizen’s good will and cooperation more then he does 
now. With manpower waning, fire prevention, through efficient. 
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preparation, care with fire and compliance with the laws and 
regulations become a vital duty of citizenship. 

For years efforts have been made to improve the usual bad 
spring and fall fire record. It was not until this year, however, 
that this problem was, to a great extent solved when burning 
was more rigidly restricted. Forest fire wardens were instruc- 
ted not to issue permits except on rainy days and even then 
not to issue permits for burning in or near large slash or blow 
down areas. This plan worked out so well it has been decided 
to make it the established policy governing legal burning. 

During this critical period it is more then ever the part of 
good and prudent citizenship to remember: 

1. That permission to burn in or near woodland or where: 
fire may be communicated to woodland must be secured from 
the forest fire warden when the ground is not covered with: 
snow. 

2. To be careful when smoking in or near the woods 
and not to throw or drop lighted cigars, cigarettes or matches. 

3. To notify your local warden promptly of any fire you 
see. 

4. That fire prevention is the best and cheapest fire in- 
surance. 

5. To be fire-minded; be careful; be cooperative and thus 
help your warden prevent forest fires.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the School Board: 


I herewith submit my ninth annual report as superin- 
tendent of schools. 


Notwithstanding the many changes imposed by war con- 
ditions we have tried to maintain the regular school program 
and give training in fundamentals. This does not mean that we 
have neglected war-time activities which we are able to per- 
form. In addition to the regular work we have carried on these 
activities :— 


1. Pupils purchase war-savings stamps each week. The 
total purchased during the fall term 1942 is $332.00. 


2. The boys in the shop made 50 model airplanes last 
year and are making 30 more this year. These are used by the 
Army and Navy in training air and ground personnel in recog- 
nition, range estimation, and determination of “cones of fire” 


3. The teachers conducted the registration in connection 
with the rationing of sugar, gasoline and fuel oil. 


4. All boys in grades 11 and 12 except 2 are taking the 
course in automobile mechanics. During the second semester 
they will cover the topics in a similar course prescribed by the 
Army. 


5. Air-raid drills have been organized and practiced. 


6. There is increased interest in current events and geog- 
raphy. 


7. Commercial pupils have done mimeographing for 
many community projects. 


On account of limitations on travel we have had to dis- 
pense largely with interscholastic sports. In compensation there 
has been set up a complete program in intra-mural sports, in- 
cluding basket-ball, volley ball, badmington, and ping-pong. 
These provide exercise for more pupils and are therefore more 
beneficial than games played by relatively small teams. In the 
winter the pupils engage in skiing and skating. We have just 
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started the physical fitness program, which is prepared by the 
government, for both boys and girls, grades 7-12.

Miss Wenonah Richardson, teacher of English, French 
and Latin, resigned in June to take a position in the Stevens 
High School, Claremont. Her successor is Miss Grace Blanchard 
of Greenfield, Massachusetts, a graduate of Keene Teachers’

signed to be married. The new teacher is Miss Josephine Blod- 
gett of West Stewartstown, New Hampshire, a graduate of 
New Hampshire University 1942. 


Mr. Robert H. Domina after seven years of successful 
service in the school shop resigned to accept a position in Am- 
herst, Massachusetts. He was succeeded by Mr. Lester M. 
Claflin, Middlebury College, 19382. 


Miss Grace I. Holt was married to Mr. Gavin Campbell 
during the summer but has continued to teach in the commer- 
cia] department. 


Miss Irene Folis, teacher in grades 5 & 6 resigned Janu- 
ary 8, 1943 to be married.
